An observatory tower with tem­ 
perature, humidity and rainfall re­ 
cording instruments is already in 
operation at Hohenwald hall, under 
tile direction of an expert detailed 
by Prof. II. J. Cox, of the Chicago 
weather bureau, 
instruments for 
recording the velocity of the wind 
arc also in place and the two Chi­ 
cago stations are co-operating and 
comparing the results of observa­ 
tions from the' central station with 
the university branch several miles 
soot ll. 
A concrete base for mounting a 
seismograph has been installed and 
further equipment in the shape of 
more de licate instruments is await­

elation in the history of textile art 
is the result of the critical examin­ 
ation of many rich and beautiful 
tapestries and other fabrics exe­ 
cut'd by the gifted ancient Indian 
population of Peru. 
Though buried three centuries or 
more in the sandy desert after be­ 
ing made 
with 
primitive 
hand 
looms and other weaving imple­ 
ments, these wonderful fabrics arc 
now found to be superior to those 
turned out by the automatic looms 
of the great mills of today. 
The 
prim itive 
Peruvian 
hand­ 
loom consisted of two sticks, one at 
the top and one at the bottom. 
In 
certain tapestry looms, 
when 
it 
was desirable to allow the warps 
little play, they were fastened di­ 
rectly to the loom bars. 
But in 
most cases the warps wTere strung 
over strings of soft yarn, and these 
yarns attached by a second string 
to the bars. 
But how’ little the loom influenc­ 
ed the nature of the fabric pro­ 
duced may bo judged from the fact 
♦hat many fabrics contain three 
distinct classes of decoration. The 
change from one type to the other 
w’as apparently under 
the 
easy 
control of tho weavers. 
In Egyptian weaving it is very 
common to find borders sewed on 
the garments. 
The Peruvians gen­ 
erally scorned such make-shifts. If 
a border to a fabric were desired, 
it was woven on in the most care­ 
ful manner. In the same piece they 
changed from plain w-arp stripes to 
double cloth with a tapestry bor­ 
der, or stripes of bobbin-weaving 
with narrow' tapestry border,
